. After  a holiday  spending  spree 
i one  often  hears  people  say,  "my 
0 money  simply  melted  away."  It's  a 
0 common  complaint.  But  there  is  a 
0 kind  of  money  that  literally  melts 
in  the  rain.  A cloudburst  or  leaky 
roof  might  mean  ruin  for  a large 
holder. 

"What  kind  of  money  is  that?," 
you  ask,  and  the  answer  is  "salt"  - 
one  of  the  earliest  mediums  of  ex- 
change, and  among  primitive  people 
still  in  use.  It  may  be  in  the 
form  of  a bar,  a flat  cake,  in 
crude  lumps,  or  loose;  the  salt  ob- 
tained from  deposits  or  evaporated 
from  springs  or  lakes. 

To  Americans,  a coinage  of  salt 
seems  strange,  but  most  people  de- 
prived of  this  commodity  for  a few 
days  would  pay  a good  sum  to  obtain 
it.  Thus  the  inhabitants  of  many 
parts  of  the  world  who  had  access 
to  salt  found  it  a readily  accepted 
medium  of  exchange  with  people  who 
had  none. 

A piece  of  salt  money  from  the 
country  of  Sierra  Leone  on  the  coast, 
of  West  Africa  is  in  its  original 
condition  in  the  Collection  of  Moneys 
of  the  World  at  the  Chase  National 
Bank,  New  York  City.  It  is  con- 
tained in  a cylindrical  case  three 
inches  in  diameter  and  two  feet 
long,  made  of  palm  leaves  fastened 
with  fibres,  and  weighs  four  pounds. 
Ten  of  these  containers  full  of 
lumps  of  salt  is  the  standard  pur- 
chase price  of  a wife,  paid  to  the 
father  of  the  bride. 

The  English  explorer  R.  E.  Cheese- 
man  noticed  in  1936  that  people  in 
remote  African  villages  refused 
Maria  Theresa  dollars  (worth  $1.50 
each)  and  only  accepted  salt,  saying 
"we  cannot  eat  dollars."  These 
bars  of  salt  weigh  about  a pound 
and  are  black  with  handling.  A 
woman  customarily  goes  to  market 
with  a bar  and  when  small  purchases 
are  made  she  breaks  off  a piece  of 
salt  and  pays  her  bill  with  it. 

There  is  an  accurate  under standing 
as  to  the  worth  of  the  piece  broken 
off  and  mistakes  are  not  frequent. 
The  value  varies  according  to  the 
distance  from  the  salt-producing 
district. 

In  some  places  changing  a bar  is 
not  the  work  of  a moment.  Each 
bar  has  to  be  examined  and  sounded, 
for  if  it  is  not  of  the  right  size, 
is  chipped  or  cracked,  the  person

to  whom  it  is  offered  becomes  as  in- 
dignant as  any  shopkeeper  would  if 
tendered  a bad  half-dollar. 

In  the  ol4  days  salt  was  scarce 
in  China  and  passed  as  money.  Marco 
Polo  wrote  in  the  13th  Century  of 
cakes  of  salt  bearing  the  seal  of 
the  Great  Khan,  which  were  used 
as  money  in  the  western  part  of  the 
country.  Near  the  border  of  Yunnan, 
where  Polo  described  the  salt  cur- 
rency, the  cakes  continued  in  use 
down  to  modern  times.  Today,  tra- 
velers in  these  regions  find  salt 
eagerly  welcomed  in  exchange  for 
food. 

Various  words  and  expressions  in 
our  language  bear  witness  to  a high 
regard  for  salt  and  to  its  use  as 
money.  For  instance,  the  word

MORE  FOR  RARE  OATES 


Many  early  Greek  coins  bore  very 
simple  designs  such  as  a vase,  bird,* 
cow  and  calf,  shield,  tripod,  ear 
of  barley,  but  they  soon  began  to 
take  on  portraits  of  deities  and 
•symbols  of  those  deities. 

Some  students  of  ancient  numisma- 
tics think  that  even  the  first  Greek 
coin  - the  turtle  stater  - may  have 
been  given  it's  design  out  of  de- 
sire to  honor  the  Greek  goddess 
Aphrodite  (af-roe-dye1  te),  whom 
they  called  Anadyomene  (an-a-dye- 
ora'  e-ne)  when  using  her  name  with 
reference  to  the  place  of  her  birth. 
The  name  Anadyomene  was  an  epithet, 
meaning  U£  out  of  the  sea  or  foam- 
born.  Whether  or  not  that  little 
turtle  was  intended  to  represent 
Anadyomene  we  cannot  be  certain. 

But  pictures  of  gods  and  goddess- 
es soon  became  the  usual  design  for 
Greek  coins.  Often  the  head  of  the. 
deity  was  on  the  obverse,  and  the 
symbol  or  symbols  of  that  deity  on 
the  reverse.  -Florence  Banks 

THE  BEE  COIN  OF  EPHESUS 

Another  example  of  the  placing  of 
deities  and  their  symbols  on  ancient 
coins  is  this  one  of  Ephesus,  cap- 
ital of  Ionia  in  Asia  Minor;  it 
dates  391*  - 295  B.  C. 

In  Greek  and  Roman  mythology 
the  Muses  are  the  nine  daughters 
of  the  god  Zeus  (Jupiter)  by  the 
goddess  of  memory,  Mnemosyne,

Chief  of  the  Muses  is  Calliope 
( ca-lye 1 o— pe),  muse  of  eloquence 
and  heroic  poetry. 

Others  are  Polymnia  (po-lym1  ni-a) 
muse  of  song  and  oratory.  . 

Euterpe  (you- ter1  pe),  muse  of 
music  and  the  giving  of  pleasure. 

Clio  (cly1  0),  muse  of  history. 

Melpomene  (mel-pom1  en-e),  muse 
of  tragedy. 

Thalia  (tha-lye1  a),  muse  of 
comedy  and  burlesque. 

Urania  (you-ray'  ne-a),  muse  of 
astronomy. 

Terpsichore  (terp-sic1  o-re), 
muse  of  dancing. 

Erato  (er1  a-toe),  muse  of  love 
and  marriage. 

With  harps,  flutes,  pipes,  and 
lyres,  they  lent  their  presence 
to  important  undertakings,  to  gay 
and  festive  occasions,  and  some- 
times to  sad  ones. 

They  made  and  kent  record  of  stars 
of  heroic  deeds,  of  important  events 
that  made  history,  of  everything 
that  contributed  to  advancement  of 
civilization.  Their  manuscript 
rolls  when  gathered  together  made 
up  what  we  would  call  a library. 

From  such  a collection,  because  it 
was  the  work  of  the  Muses,  came  the 
word  Museum. 

Here  is  the  legend  out  of  which 
comes  the  reason  for  the  bee  on  the 
obverse  of  this  very  ancient  coin: 
The  Athenians  determined  upon  find- 
ing a city  directly  east  and  across 
the  Aegean  from  themselves.  It  was 
to  be  devoted  to  their  Greek  gods 
and  goddesses. 

The  little  fleet  with  its  would-be 
builders  set  out  to  cross  the  sea 
and  to  begin  the  new  city  near  that 
west  shore  of  Asia  Minor. 

When  once  enroute  upon  the  Aegean 
waters,  the  nine  Muses,  being  de- 
voted to  such  civic  progress,  joy- 
ously turned  themselves  into  hum- 
ming bees,  and  gaily  buzzed  ahead 
of  the  fleet,  leading  the  way. 

Later,  when  the  new  city  was  to 
strike  its  coins,  it  must,  of  course, 
in  gratitude,  have  on  it  this  bee, 
the  sacred  symbol  of  those  deities 
who  had  so  generously  and  happily 
led  them  on  that  journey  across  the 
Aegean. 

The  reverse  of  this  coin  has  the 
forepart  of  a stag — one  of  the 
attributes  of  the  goddess  Diana, and 
a date-palm  tree. 

In  Bible  history  Ephesus  might 
easily  rank  next  to  Jerusalem  in 
importance  to  the  Bible  student. 

But  that  is  due  chiefly  to  the 
Christian  missionary  work  of  Paul, 
and  we  shall  reach  an  Ephesian  coin 
which  tells  of  that  when  we  get  into 
the  time  of  the  New  Testament.

THE  FIRST  AMERICAN  BANKS 


In  19l*7  the  Philippine  Government 
honored  General  Douglas  MacArthur  by- 
issuing  two  Commemorative  coins  with 
his  portrait  on  them  - a peso  (size 
of  our  silver  dollar)  and  a 50£ 
piece.

The  need  for  funds  to  conduct  the 
Revolutionary  War  against  Britain 
is  said  to  have  been  the  incentive 
towards  banking  in  the  United 
States. 

Before  the  Revolution,  there  was 
very  little  banking  as  such  in 
America.  The  Bank  of  Pennsylvania 
was  organized  in  1780  to  raise  funds 
to  supply  food  for  the  American 
army.  About  1781  this  bank  was  ab- 
sorbed by  the  Bank  of  North  America 
of  Philadelphia,  which  was  incor- 
porated by  the  Continental  Congress 
in  accordance  with  plans  of  Robert 
Morris,  who  had  been  the  financier 
of  the  Revolution.  This  bank  be- 
came the  official  government  bank 
agency;  as  a commercial  bank  it 
operated  until  1929,  when  it  was 
absorbed  by  another  bank.  Other 
old  American  banks  were  Thp  First 
National  Bank  of  Boston  which  suc- 
ceeded the  Massachusetts  Bank  es- 
tablished in  1781*;  The  Bank  of  New 
York  established  the  same  year,  and 
the  Providence  National  Bank  of 
Providence,  R.  Is.,  established  in 
1791. 

Until  the  opening  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Bank  on  July  5*  1781;,,  the 
banking  needs  of  the  city  of  Boston, 
for  example,  had  been  cared  for  by 
wealthy  merchants,  who  accepted  de- 
posits, made  loans,  issued  drafts, 
and  sent  out  cargoes  of  goods,  from 
the  proceeds  of  which  their  promises 
to  pay  were  made  good.  All  these 
early  banking  transactions  centered 
around  the  Bank  of  England,  but 
after  an  independent  government  was 
established  after  the  Revolution, 
Americans  decided  that  they  could  be 
independent  in  money  matters  too, 
and  so  American  Banking  started. 

In  1791  Congress  chartered  the 
First  Bank  of  the  United  States, 
which  eventually  established 
branches  throughout  the  states  of 
the  Union.  In  1810  the  number  of 
banks  in  the  United  States  was  over 
eighty  with  an  aggregate  capital  of 
above  $50,000,000.  - Pelbe
